Fry, who 
went to Britain to study Journal- 
ism, will be accompanied by two 
Canadians, Geoffrey Taylor, 
Montreal, and Ian Rogers 
of Toronto, apart from nine Brit- 
ons, one New Zealander and one 
German.

Experts at the British Museum 
say the maps look like reasonable 
facsimiles of ones that mlsht have 
been used when Kidd was alive 
nearly three centuries ago.

been Kidd's sea-chest. The idea 
for the expedition followed Palm- 
er's sale of the documents.

Frog- 
man suits and devices for protect- 
ing metal objects will be Included 
among the gear. 

Capt. William Kidd. born in 1645, 
was commissioned by the British 
Government to fight Pirates, but 
w,as alleged to have gone into the 
business himself. He was execut- 
ed May 23, 1701. 

Some of his treasure was dis- 
covered off Long island. N.Y., but 
according to legend fabulous quan- 
tities arc buried somewhere in the 
South China Seas.

Though the McGill Dally has in the 
past been a very effective school of 
Journalism — I myself am proud 
to say I graduated from it never- 
theless, I feel that a combination 
of both The Dally and a course in 
journalism would be of great bene- 
fit to budding newspapermen. I 
hope that before registration closes 
many more students will take 'ad- 
vantage çf the course which Is be- 
ing offered them."

A section of the text of an 
address by Dr. F. Cyril James, 
given to the Alma Mater : Fund 
annual dinner, was. Issued to the 
press yesterday. It follows: , . 

"In simple accounting terms, It 
sc.cms likely- that the grant from 
the Government of Canada wi;l 
put McGill Into the black for the 
first time since VE - Day. - The 
amount that wc expect to receive 
is approximately the same. as the 
deficit which is Involved in the 
budget for the present session. 

"But last year I emphasized the 
mingle more freely, the members 
fact that if town and gown arc to 
of the University staff must be able 
to meet their fellow townsmen on 
a basis of economic equality. 
Salaries and wages within the Uni- 
versity must bear a reasonable re- 
lationship to the salaries and 
wages earned by those who are 
employed by private industry and 
by government, so that the mem- 
bers of the University arc not em- 
barrassed by the comperatlvc 
riches of their friends. 

' We have not yet attained that 
happy situation at McGill. A year 
ago, the Board of Governors au- 
thorized modest increases in sal- 
aries and wages, but the rise in the 
cost of living has already outstrip- 
ped the amount of those increases. 
Salaries at such institutions as Al- 
. berla and Torono have also risen 
In recent months as a result of In- 
creased Provincial grants, while 
the scale of salaries at Universities 
In the United States Is still higher. 

"I am glad to be able to announce 
that the Board of Governors, at 
Its meeting yesterday afternoon, 
authorized me to work out with the 
Committee of Deans a program of 
moderate Increases of salaries and 
wages. at McGill in all those cases 
where such action Is appropriate in 
the light of existing circumstances. 
I am also glad to announce that 
these increases of salaries and 
wages, in appropriate casés, will be 
made effective on December 1st, 
1951.-*

Moderate salary and wage In- 
creases to members of the V'-tver- 
slty staff, effective Decembet 1, 
1951, was announced by Dr. F. 
Cyril James last night at the sec- 
ond annual Alma ( Mater Fund din- 
ner In the Sir Arthur Currle Gym- 
nasium. 

Salary Increases arc to be n\i»do 
"In all those cases where such ac- 
tion Is appropriate In the light of 
existing circumstances." Dr. James 
announced that the Board of Gov- 
ernors had "authorized me to work 
out with the Committee of Deans 
a program of moderate Increases 
wages and salaries at McGill." 

Dr. James pointed out that with 
the government's grant to educa- 
tion, which this year will amount 
lo over $500,100, McGIU will be In 
the black for the first since VE 
Day. Earlier, Dr. James said Mc- 
Gill's deficit for 1951-52 would be 
$505,000. A "moderate" salary in 
crease of even ten per cent la 
expected lo put McGill back In the 
red lo a sum of over $300,000. 

University salary Increases, Dr, 
James noled, have not Increased 
"half as much as other increases 
in the Montreal community 
salaries. "Salaries at such insti- 
tutions as Alberta and Toronto 
have risen In recent months as a 
result of Provincial grants, while 
the scale of salaries at Universities 





Canada May Be 
Sâlelliteof US, 
Binder States 



"Canada is in danger of becom- 
ing a mere satellite in the hands 
of its powerful southern neighbor," 
said Harry Binder In a speech to 
the Labor Progressive Party Club. 
Mr. Binder, provincial organizer of 
the L.P.P] and a member of the 
Montreal City Council, spoke last 
night in the Salon of the Union. 

"The United States wants Cana- 
dian raw materials but In return 
uses Canada as a dumping ground 
for excess American goods," Mr. 
Binder continued. American im- 
perialism, not the Communism of 
the Soviet Union is the threat to 
the world, he said. 

Mr. B'udcr went on to say that 
the United Slates is carrying on a 
policy of Imperialism using econo- 
mic means as the inl'.lal Instrument 
of attack. A e r of American 
capitalists, to safeguard their wealth 
and prosperity by a Third World 
War, has convinced the people that 
a Soviet attack was possible at any 
moment.

000. 

Leading up to the present finan- 
cial situation at McGill, Dr. James 
noted that deficits prior to 1939 
accumulated over the depression 
years amounted to over three mil- 
lion dollars. This debt was writ 
off in 1944. "Careful economic hus? 
bandry" kept McGlll's financial 
status clear during the period of 
1039 to 1945. Rising costs and the 
Influx of veteran students after the 
war, were cited as the main rea- 
sons for the present financial de;-~-- 
flclt 

Dr. James spoke before 150-Jaculty • 
and class Fund Representatives. He 
was introduced by Mr. D. R. Fraser, 
member of the Fund's Executive 
Committee. 

Mr. Collin W. Webster, chairman 
of the Alma Mater Fund, said that 
over half of the 8,000 graduates In 
Montreal had already subscribe*.' 
ta the Fund this year. He cxprcis- 
cd hope that last year's contrlbu-. 
tlon figure of over $100,000 wouli 
be doubled within the next f 
years.

It's the little things that make 
the difference — or so they say 
And It's little things which Mc- 
Gillians do to save steps that arc 
costing the Department of Grounds 
many hundreds of dollars yearly, 

This month McGill if getting 
ready to put her best foot forward 
(hortlculturally speaking). In antl 
clpation of Oct. 30. That Is the day 
that Princess Elizabeth and Prince 
Philip will arrive for their Royal 
Tour of the University, 

Last year, when students plung- 
ed through the 1 bushes at the south 
end of tho campus on their way 
from the Roddick Gates, they cost 
the University the price of two 
sets of new bushes and a protec- 
tive fence. And the number of 
steps that each student saved by 
this. short cut? Twenty-three. 

The place where short - cuts 
have led to the biggest problems 
Is on the lower campus. Some male 
observers claim that this is be- 
cause vast numbers of co-eds cross 
this campus dally on their way from 
Royal Victoria College to Redpath 
Library, but others have noted 
that students who were not co-eds 



trek across daily from the main . 
road to Roddick Gates when they 
are late for lectures In the Physics 
Building. 

Even the sacred area around the 
tomb of James McGill has been de- 
secrated by people .who lean against 
the bushes while walling. for their 
friends to come out of . the Arts 
building. A less comfortable place 
to wait for people cannot be. im- 
agined — but now bushes will 
have to be put in soon. 
The problem of getting students 
to walk cither on the paths or, if 
they must cross the campus, to do 
so at different points, instead of 
wearing a path, is a difficult one 
to face. Fences can be built, or 
concrete walks may be placed at 
strategic points, but students are 
such unpredictable people that the 
results arc sure to look something 
like the labyrinth at Minos.

In fact rightwardly inclined students were 
more persistent than any others in urging that 
students of the Enst and West be "allowed" 
to visit each other's countries, always imply- 
ing, if not claiminp;, that the Russians would 
not allow Canadian students* to enter the 
Soviet Union or'Snviet students to leave it 

Lcftwardly inclined students, on the other 
hand, contended that if students were not 
being interchanged it was hecause. Canadian 
authorities of one sort or another were imped- 
ing such an interchange. If the N.F.G.UiS. 
ban: on the present exchange opportunity 
stands, then a story will have been told with a 
moral— a moral that Will be clear, not only- to 
students in Canada, but also to students 
throughout the world. 

We can note, however, and with consider 
able pride, that the McGill delegates to 
•N.F.C.U.S., ainong others, supported and still 
support the cxchangc-nf-studcnts proposal; If 
the students of universities across Canada will 
voice their support of the idea, we'will be able 
to take advantage of the opportunity— which 
is 8tiil before ««— to have a co-operative ex- 
change of students with the Soviet Union.

Sear Sir: 

The Daily last week finished the publication 
of a three-parts article by Jim Ross, an article 
Tr'.iich had as object the experiences of the*writer 
Jn Frsnce. Since I am a Belgian, and closely in- 
terested in whatever is thought or written In this 
country about Europe and France especially, I 
I have read that account with very r.uch attention. 

I would like to take exception with some of the 
: Startling statements Mr. Ross makes in the* last 
of his essays. 

According to Mr. Ross. France is "spiritually 
bankrupt." But that is not all. as a result. Mr. Ross 
says, "the F:ench as a whole don't want war." I 
do not think that disgust with war for a nation 
that has had so much to suffer by it. is necessar- 
ily In essence a sign of moral bankruptcy; Neither 
do I believe that France is afflicted with what 
the American press calls "spiritual bankruptcy," 
or whatever it may be. It is true that the people 
in Europe are having a very hard time In over- 
coming the mental and physical shocks of the 
moat inhuman of all wars. 

Europe, and France in the first place, was 
a siato of extreme surexcilcment when her lib- 
by the Allied armies took place: but .as 
the tension was relieved, Europe found it 
blé not to take a look at her wounds, aud 




they were terrible. Her economy was shattered; 
her cities destroyed; the flower of her peoplè 
murdered in the hell-houses of Dachau and Buch 
enwald; moat of Europe's intellectual elite had 
beén lost In the tempest; everywhere there was 
the antl-cllmax ot four years of enormous sut 
terings and extraordinary heroism; Europe need, 
ed to reconstruct and missed the base for it. Even 
her intellectual and political superiority was chal- 
lenged. Europe had what one would name a ner- 
vous breakdown. But between a breakdown In 
the order of things and "spiritual bankruptcy" 
therè Is an abyss Mr. Ross does not seem to grasp. 

If the large majority of Europeans have turn- 
ed to Communism it is because the Marxian par- 
tisans havè become Identified with opposition to 
a social and political system that Is utterly inade- 
quate to meet the demands of an impoverished 
continent. Did >->u ever wonder at the fact that 
most Communists «eem to come from the mid- 
dle class No matter what one thinks ot Commun- 
ists, one must admit that they form the most vital 
part of Europe's population. There is not the same 
horror at Marxism as one encounters In America. 
The rise of a Labor government in so a conserva- 
tive country as Britain is one example of that fact. 

Communism in Europe Is not motivated in 
Europe by a fear of war. but by a hatred for an
